Altona’s Town Clerk, Mr. Jim Waters, has tendered his 
resignation, in order to take up duties as Town Clerk of Moorab- 


bin, in July. 


Mr. Waters officially announced his resignation in his report to council 
at the ordinary meeting on Monday night, 14 years.and nine months after 
he had started as Municipal Clerk in Altona. - 


He will leave Al- 
tona Council after 
the close of business 
on Wednesday, May 
31 and take up the 
position of Town 
Clerk Elect of the 
City of Moorabbin 
the following day. 

He will assume 
duties as the Town | 
Clerk of that muni- 
cipality from Mon- 

“dey, July 17. 

A past national presi- 
dent of the Institute of 
Municipal Administration, 
Mr. Waters came to Al- 
tona in 1957 from Hawkes- 
dale, in western Victoria, 
where he was shire sec- 
retary.

Da you know your nail is “framed” by a nail 
wall and cuticle on three sides? This ‘frame’ is 
merely skin and like all skin it produces new cells

THE HOLDEN LION 


The General Motors-Holden’s lion emblem is not an 
uncommon sight to the Australian motorist. Some 
2,500,000 Holden and Torana models have displayed the 
lion since the first Holden was produced in 1948, 


However, the lion’s his- 
tory is somewhat older 
han the first Holden. In 
fact, it is almost as old as 
history itself, 

It is derived from the 
ancient Egyptian lion that 
was made popular as the 
ymbol presiding over the 
great Wembley Exhibition! 
of the. 1920s, and was 
originally designed for 
Holdens by Australian 
sculptor Raynor Hoff. 

Under direction from 
what was then Holden 
Motor Body Builders, 
Hoff’s design incorporated 
a rough-hewn stone. 

This is a reference to 
the stone’s legendary sign- 
ificance as the forerunner 
of the wheel. The circular 
stone is often confused as 
a globe of the world. 

The letters GMH were 
added- to the stone when 
General Motors-Holden’s 
Limited, was formed, in 
1931. 


This design was used on 
all bodies built by GMH 
before the introduction of 
the first Holden. 

The association of the 
lion with the Holden car 
became so strong that it 
was decided to reserve it 
for exclusive use on the 
cars. 

The letters GMH were 
removed from the stone 
announcement in July, 
about the time of the FE 


model, released in 1960. 
Prior to the HQ Holden 
1971, the lion was changeq 
quite dramatically to re 
semble more closely th 
traditional heraldic lion. 
Tt was also sympolic o| 
the dramatic styling 
change introduced wit 
the HQ Holden range. 
The lion emblem is used 
in all Holden vehicles and 
the majority of officia’

“There is no easy way of distinguish- 
ing edible from poisonous mushrooms,” 
warns Mr. John Walker, a research scien- 
tist from the Department of Agriculture.

to identify, even in a 
laboratory.
